Where are we headed? 
The Guernsey breed has cer- 
tainly enjoyed a resurgence re- 
cently. It has been a great year 
with plenty of excitement in the 
breed as many top-end animals 
have changed hands and impres- 


sive production records continue 
to be made. 

The market for Guernseys A 
in the last 24 months has been , ] 
brisk. We have worked to fill the 
demand for fancy show animals, 
commercial cattle to expanding : 
operations, A2 milk-producers 
for family cows and we’ve even

sent Guernsey embryos to plac- 

es as far flung as Finland, Japan and Brazil. Our customers are taking 
notice of the changes in the cow for longevity, strength and feet and 
legs. They are interested in the ability of the Guernsey cow to pro- 
duce A2 milk. They are after her ability to produce high percentages 
of fat and protein. And, they know that the Guernsey has always been 
a fantastic cow to work with. 

Our goals are to continue rapid progress in areas that still need 
improvement. Our Reproduction Committee is made up of some of 
the best minds in our organization who are aggressive in seeking an- 
swers and solutions to the reproductive challenges we see. They are 
running a limited trial survey that seeks to record reproductive events 
in Guernsey cows in order to evaluate their effect on future reproduc- 
tive success or failure. We are also putting much stock in genomics as 
a way to find reproductive solutions genetically. 

Within the last decade we identified a need for better udders and 
improved butterfat percentages in our Guernsey cows. We addressed 
this need through sire selection and matings to the right cows that 
helped move us in that direction. I have no doubt that the same can 
be accomplished for protein percent and reproduction. The heavy in- 
fluence of Sherma Victory Ellas Enhancer gave us cows that could 
really milk with super udders. Through both his sons and daughters, 
Enhancer has left his mark on the breed. One of his shortcomings 
was lower protein test. By dairy industry standards, our breed is still 
right near the top for protein test. But, we can do better. Let’s start 
paying as much attention to protein test as we do fat test and we’ ll see 
our cow gain even more of an edge in the advantage in milk pricing 
she now enjoys. 

In any smaller breed, genetic diversity is a concern. No breed 
will ever get away from a few of the most popular bulls being used 
extremely heavily. Thus we find Trotacre Loral Tiller-ET and Idle 
Gold E Challenge-ET in many pedigrees today. However, there are 
a whole host of options available right now that provide breed-im- 
proving genetics and are unrelated to our main sire lines. Take a 
look at the active and young sire lists. Sure, there are tons of Tiller 
and Challenge relatives because those bulls have filled a need in the 
breed for improvement. But, there are also plenty of other alterna- 
tives from great cow families. We’ve even been using a sire from the 
Island of Guernsey for the first time since the days of importing the 
bulls themselves. The first son of the famed Pistachio Pie has come 
through with a stunning proof for udder improvement. And that leads 
me to another point. The days when folks could say that Guernseys 
don’t breed true are over. There are so many examples in the breed 
today of cow families that, when mated thoughtfully, are turning out 
quality females with regularity. Study some of the sale catalogs in 
print or on our web site. On those pages you will find a record of 
every daughter that has been scored for each cow listed and you will

ollowing the August proof run, there 

are a few new bulls that were brought 

to our attention. Two of these bulls 
were added to the active A.I. lineup. One 
of these, Idle Gold C Behold, I cannot say 
much about because | have not seen many 
daughters yet. He does not even have a type 
proof yet so it is way too early to tell what 
his daughters are going to be like. Hope- 
fully in the next few months I will run across 
some of the Behold daughters. 

Spring Walk Stone is a bull that I have 
been watching closely for several months 
now. He is a Glacier son out of Lantz 
Farm Tiller Icy. I always thought that some 
of Icy’s best daughters were her Glacier 
daughters and thus I was very interested to 
see how Stone would pan out. Stone has 
a MACE proof which means many of the 
daughters you see accounted for in his type 


and production proof are from other coun- 
tries. However he does have a fair number 
of daughters in the U.S. that I have seen and 
can comment on. The Stone daughters are 
moderate sized with adequate strength and 
width. They have nice balanced frames with 
the right combination of stature, strength, 
substance and width. While they are not real 
angular cows, the Stone daughters are milk- 
ing enough off of their dairy strength to suit 
most breeders. They also have strong com- 
ponents as well. I feel that their udders are 
youthful and high above the hock. The fore 
and rear udder attachments are adequate but 
they could use more width to the rear udder. 
The Stone daughters probably lack a little 
style but all in all | think they are sound func- 
tional cows that will work well at home. 
Villa Crest Advance is a bull I have talk- 
ed about in recent months and he just came 
out with a very strong proof. Advance is a 
Villa Crest P Fame son out of Villa Crest I 
Anne. His daughters have outstanding ud- 
ders! They are well attached and high above 
the hock, but are also capacious enough that 
the heifers are milking extremely well. The 
udders are fancy with a little veining on 
them. The Advance daughters are medium 
statured with plenty of substance and overall 
dairy strength. I have noticed I really like 
the quality of bone in the Advance daughters. 
They have a nice clean bone throughout, es- 
pecially down through the leg and hock. | 
have already suggested to several people that 
Advance is a great choice as an udder im- 
prover because | can’t recall seeing a poor 
udder on one yet. Recently an Advance Jr. 
3-year-old was just named Intermediate and 
Reserve Grand Champion at the Minnesota

Speaking of showing, I recently had an 
opportunity to spend a little time at the North- 
west Washington Fair in Lynden, Washing- 
ton as part of my appraisal trip to the Pacific 
Northwest. For those of you that have been 
in the Guernsey breed for a long time, you 
may recall that the state of Washington used 
to be a Guernsey haven with some big time 
cows and breeders calling Washington home. 
Many of those cows and breeders are now 
gone, but in recent years the Guernsey cow 
has found some new-found enthusiasm in 
the Lynden area. At the Northwest Washing- 
ton Fair, which is a county fair, there were 38 
Guernseys exhibited this year in open class, 
making it the second largest breed represent- 
ed behind the Holsteins. That was the larg- 
est Guernsey show there in some time and 
Leon Zweegman told me a few stories of 
former Guernsey breeders commenting on 
the impressive display of Guernseys at this 
year’s show. The one thing about the show 
that really impressed me was an unlimited 
supply of hay, straw and grain was provided 
by the fair to all the exhibitors. In return they 
did not receive payment for the milk from 
their cows at the fair. In my opinion, this 
was a fair trade off. Not having to haul feed, 
hay and straw to the fair seems like a nice 
idea to me if I was showing. All over the 
country participation in shows, particularly 
the smaller ones, is dwindling and to me this 
is one way the Lynden fair is encouraging 
participation. It is very important that we as 
members of the dairy industry continue to 
promote our product and animal husbandry 
to the consumer and state and local shows 
give us the best opportunity to do that.

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Guernseys: Just What the Doctor Ordered

amily practitioner Beth Clark of New 
Paris , Penn., grew up on the dairy 
farm of her grandparents, Robert and 
Dorothy Smith. Although her lifelong pas- 
sion was to become a medi- 
cal doctor, she never gave up 
her love of Guernsey cows. 
Clark’s grandfather died sev- 
eral years ago, but her grand- 
mother remains on the farm 
and Clark keeps her Guernsey 
heifers there. She also owns 
a 153-acre picturesque farm 
where she raises about 25 
grass-fed Angus beef cattle. 
The farm is home to a Guern- 
sey heifer or two, calves need- 
ing special feeding, several 
miniature donkeys, a pygmy 
goat, a flock of chickens and 
a miniature Aussie. The only 
crop raised on the farm is hay 
used for her animals. About 15 
of her Guernseys are housed 
at Snider Homestead Farm 
with the Gable Family in New Enterprise, 
Penn. Day-to-day care of these cattle is pro- 
vided by the Gables, guided by consultations 
with Clark. The cows continue to bring her 
awards at the various shows she enters an- 
nually. Clark’s grandfather had a registered 
Guernsey herd, and she has never really 
considered any other breed. At the age of 8, 
she joined a 4-H Club and began showing 
her own Guernseys. In 1990, she was elected 
the Pennsylvania Guernsey Queen and, that 
same year, the was crowned the National 
Guernsey Queen. She said she feels she 
owes a lot to the Pennsylvania Guernsey As- 
sociation. This group meets annually in Bed- 
ford, Penn., and three times 
the American Guernsey Asso- 
ciation has held their National 
Convention in Pennsylvania. 
Last year, it was in Lancaster 
and Clark was the chairwom- 
an. “It was a lot of work,” she 
said, “But, the people who 
belong are so special and will- 
ing to help that they made the 
load light. Besides, it was the 
least I could do to give back 
to a group that has done so 
very much for me. They gave 
me confidence and taught me 
leadership skills I still use.” 
After obtaining her medical 
degree from the Philadelphia 
College of Osteopathic Medi- 
cine and completing her resi- 
dency, Clark said, she knew 


she wanted to return to Bedford County 
and became a part of the medical practice at 
Chestnut Ridge Family Medicine just a few 
miles from her farm. Clark’s long hours as 
a doctor do not keep her from feeding her 
heifers twice a day. Time off is usually for 
cow shows or medical functions, and friends

and neighbors pitch in to take over her farm 
chores when necessary. In return, Clark of- 
fers help to neighboring young people who 
are interested in farming. This year, she says 
she has been informed that her farm will be 
an FFA project. Each year she participates 
in the Bedford County Fair and the Morri- 
sons Cove Dairy Show, and provides awards 
for both of these events. She also shows at 
the Maryland State Fair, the All-American 
Dairy Show in Harrisburg, Penn., the North 
American Livestock Expo in Louisville, Ky., 
and the World Dairy Expo in Madison, Wis. 
Never short on awards, Clark has a glass 
decorative container overflowing with blue 


Meadows Archie Sis, EX-92. a three-time All-American Nominee that 
was recently named Res. Grand Champion of the Maryland State Fair. 
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and champion ribbons. 

One Guernsey that helped contributed a 
few ribbons to that container is Misty Mead- 
ows Brando Soiree who was nominated All- 
American Summer Yearling last year. Her 
pedigree is filled with All-American nomi- 
nees as well. Her dam is Misty Meadows 
Aliance Sami VG-84 (86/86) 
@ 2-04, who made over 
19,000M in her first lactation 
at Snider Homestead. Sami 
has two Excellent maternal 
sisters: Misty Meadows Ar- 
chie Sis, EX-92, and Misty 
Meadows’ Landon Sadie, 
EX-91. Sis is a three-time 
All-American nominee and 
favorite of many in Beth’s 
small herd. She was the 
Reserve Grand Champion 
at the 2011 Maryland State 
Fair. Sadie was the Grand 
Champion of the Maryland 
State Fair in 2008 and was 
the 2nd Sr. 3- Year-Old at the 
NGS-Harrisburg that year 
on her way to being nomi- 
nated All-American. She 
has a best record of 365D 27,570M 4.6% 
1,259F 3.0% 837P at 5-05. Their dam is 
Misty Meadows Jaycob Sandy, VG-89 who 
has a lifetime record of 109,960M 4.8% 
5,244F 3.3% 3,628P. The next dam is Misty 
Meadows Enhancer Sousa, VG-87, who 
was the Reserve All-American Winter Calf 
in 1997 and is out of Liseter Farm Franks 
Sussie who was All-American and Junior 
All-American Fall Calf in 1993 for Beth. 
Robert Smith purchased Sussie at the Penn- 
sylvania Blue Halter Sale in 1993. On sale 
day he was asked if he thought she would 
milk enough. He turned, smiled and said “I 
didn’t buy her to milk her.” Many rosettes 
and trophies later, he was still 
smiling and a cow family was 
begun that did indeed provide 
plenty of milk in the tank 
along with a steady supply of 
show winnings. 

There is no doubt that 
Clark is living her childhood 
dream. She wanted to be a 
doctor and she is one. She 
wanted to have Guernseys 
and she does. In the future, 
she said, she hopes to find 
time to help other young peo- 
ple achieve their own goals. 
She is presently a part of the 
county steering committee 
for youth leadership. “Some 
day,” she said, “I would also 
like to be a part of helping 
more kids raise dairy cattle.”

Eligibility: Patterned after the 2-year-old Guernsey futurities of years past, the Guernsey Gold Futurity is a challenge 
to select and nominate heifers that will develop into the best 2 & 3-year-old cows. This will be the 28th in a series of 
National Guernsey Gold 3-Year-Old Futurities. The 2014 entrants must be born between September 1, 2010, and August 
31, 2011. The four payment deadlines are as follows: first payment, December 31, 2011; second payment, December 
31, 2012; third payment, December 31, 2013; and fourth payment, September 30, 2014. 


Futurity Location: 2-Year-Old at Madison, Wis., in con- 
junction with World Dairy Expo; 3-Year-Old at the North 
American International Livestock Exposition, Louisville, Ky. 


Entry Procedure: Anyone may enter a Guernsey heifer 
by submitting a completed entry form (see form below) 
along with the specified entry fee. The following year, these 
people will receive a notice for a second entry payment. 
This procedure will continue for the third and fourth pay- 
ments. The animals for which four Futurity payments have 
been made and which have been appropriately entered at 
the national show where the Futurity is held will be eligible 
to be shown in the Futurity. When a female entered in the 
Futurity is sold, it is the responsibility of the owner to notify 
the National Guernsey Gold Futurity, c/o the American 
Guernsey Association (AGA) of the change in ownership 
and to inform the buyer that this animal has been entered 
in the Futurity. It is then the responsibility of the buyer to 
submit subsequent fees in accordance with the rules and 
closing dates. The postmark shall determine eligibility of 
meeting the closing date requirements. 


Entry Fees: First payment $3; second payment $5; third 
payment $10; fourth payment $25. When the nomination 
fees and subsequent payments in connection with the 
Futurity are received at the AGA, they are committed to 
the purse for this event and no refunds will be made. The 
only exception is that, should any condition arise which 
prevents the showing of this Futurity, the right is reserved 
to cancel the event and pay to the persons owning the 
females eligible at the time of cancellation their prorated 
share of all monies accrued in the Futurity cancelled after 


deduction of the actual expenses incurred by AGA in the 
administration of it.A one-time payment of $40 may be 
submitted with the first entry, eliminating the need to 
make annual payments. 


Purse: Premiums will consist of entry fees minus adminis- 
trative expense. Awards will be presented for the first- and 
second-place animals; first-place junior exhibitor; first- 
place animal bred and owned by the exhibitor; highest 
305-day actual official milk, fat and protein record; highest 
placing individual sired by a bull proven through one of the 
two AGA-sponsored young sire groups and best udder. 


Judge Selection: The official judge of the show where 
the Futurity is being held will also serve as the official for 
the Futurity. 


The 2-Year-Old Futurity: All animals entered in the 
2014 3-year-old Futurity in Louisville, Ky., are also 


eligible to participate in the 2013 Futurity in Madison, 
Wis., as 2-year-old cows, providing the third payment 
is made by September 1, 2013, to the AGA. 


The health requirements will be the same as the show 
with which the event is held. The AGA will not be liable 
for the safety of animals or exhibits, exhibitors or their 
employees against robbery or damage. All entrants agree 
to be amenable to all rules and regulations of the spon- 
soring show and of the National Guernsey Gold Futurity, 
c/o the AGA. 


The AGA board of directors is, at all times, the governing body of this Futurity. All matters pertaining to the 
showing of the Futurity are subject to the rules and regulations of the fair sponsoring this show.
